2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not teach a control shaft having a lower shaft segment formed with a rib on an 
exterior surface thereof, an upper shaft segment having first and second apertures, the 
upper shaft segment being coupled to the lower shaft segment, a first ring 
circumferentially coupled to the exterior surface of the upper shaft segment, having at 
least one groove substantially parallel to an axial direction for meshing with the rib of the 
interior surface of the lower shaft segment and a first tab that fits within the first aperture 
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of the upper shaft segment; and a second ring, circumferentially coupled to the exterior 
surface of the upper shaft segment, having at least one groove for meshing with the rib 
of the interior surface of the lower shaft segment and a second tab that fits within the 
second aperture. Accordingly, claims 6-10 are allowable over the prior art.
